ahn  at  the  Cabale 

Rolf  Cahn  has  performed  and  taught 
Flamenco,  blues  and  Latin  American  folk 
styles,  and  has  collected  in  Europe,  Mexico 
and  the  Caribbean.  In  1955  and  1960  he 
studied  Flamenco  with  Perico  del  Lunar, 
Caliquenco,  Rafael  Nogales,  Sebastian  Mon- 
tiel  and  Diego  Cano.  His  recordings  are 
available  on  a  number  of  labels  including 
World  Pacifica,  Folkways  and  Prestige. 

Rolf  first  appeared  on  KPFA  in  1949,  our 
first  year  on  the  air.  He  sang  folksongs  for 
children.  During  the  'fifties  Rolf  produced 
"Come  Sing  With  Me,'1  a  series  on  Flamenco, 
and  another  on  the  history  of  the  Negro 
spiritual.  From  1961  to  the  present,  "Folk 
Music  With  Rolf  Cahn"  and  friends  has  been 
heard  on  Monday  nights. 

So  it  is  that  Rolf  is  both  one  of  KPFA's 
oldest  and  newest  programmers.  The  new 
begins  in  this  Folio  with  "Saturday  Night  at 
the  Cabale."  Rolf  will  conduct  this  live 
broadcast  of  folk  music  from  the  Cabale, 
which  is  a  new  coffee  house  in  Berkeley. 

KPFA's  live  broadcasts  from  the  Cabale 
will  be  from  eleven  to  one  every  Saturday 
night.  Each  program  will  include  several  of 
the  musicians  who  have  appeared  at  the 
Cabale  during  the  week,  with  occasional 
special  guests.

PEACE  AND  POPE  JOHN 


A  Washington  correspondent  writes  in  a  privately-circulated  newsletter:  "The  Vatican 
is  moving  rapidly  and  skillfully  under  Pope  John  to  a  positive  force  for  peace  in  the  world, 
and  may  become  the  mediator  in  the  cold  war.  Some  kind  of  diplomatic  relations  between  the 
Vatican  and  Moscow  appear  imminent  .  .  .  The  Vatican  Foreign  Office  as  long  ago  as  1960 
reached  the  conclusion  that  the  great  peril  to  Christendom  would  not  come  from  Russia  but 
from  China.  The  Vatican  has  made  a  detailed  study  of  the  Soviet,  its  problems,  future  and 
personalities,    and    decided    it   is   a    responsible    nation    and    susceptible    to    outside    influences." 

Newspaper  columnists  from  Drew  Pearson  to  David  Lawrence  praise  the  Pope's  Easter 
Encyclical,  "Peace  on  Earth,"  but  for  different  reasons.  Khrushchev  says  the  section  on  the 
arms  race  proves  the  Kremlin  is  right.  The  U.  S.  State  Department  says  the  Encyclical  endorses 
our  political  system.  And  John  Cogley,  a  well-known  Catholic  layman  and  author,  believes 
the  Pope's  plea  was  a  rebuff  for  American  Catholicism's  right  wing,  a  relief  for  President 
Kennedy,  and  a  crucial  turn  away  from  the  dogmas  that  prod  nations  toward  war.  Cogley 
is  one  of  several  who  review  and  interpret  the  Encyclical  in  eight  programs  in  this  Folio: 
"PACEM  IN  TERRIS"  is  that  important.
